SAN DIEGO — The Southwest 
Medical Teams, which sent seven medical 
volunteers to assist survivors of the Dec. 7 
earthquake in Armenia, is exploring ways 
to begin an ongoing medical training 
program in that Soviet Republic, 
according to Barry La Forgia, executive 
director and a member of Ascension 
parish, Tierrasanta. 

Responding to ‘‘ God’s nudgings to do 
something more,’’ La Forgia left his law 
practice to found SWMT 10 months ago. 
SWMT, with offices in Mission Valley, is 
a division of Medical Teams 
International which serves sick, starving 
and homeless people throughout the 
world. The other division is Portland- 
based Northwest Medical Teams founded 
in 1979. 

San Diego orthopedic surgeons, 
anesthesiologist and nurses joined 
volunteers recruited by the Portland 
division to form a 16-member team which 
performed 20 surgeries on earthquake 
survivors in a hospital in Yerevan, 
Armenia’s capital, said La Forgia, who 
accompanied the group. 

As the American team treated these 
patients, translators explained the 
procedures being used to their Armenian 
counterparts, he said. 

La Forgia recalled one patient with a 
broken heel and ankle who had jumped 
from the third story of a collapsed 
building. 

“The American doctors observed a 
high infection rate’? in the central 
National Republic Hospital where they 
worked in an orthopedic wing under the 
direction of administrators at the facility, 
La Forgia said. 

He rated the training given to some 
Armenian medical staff by the American 
team as its most beneficial service.

Armenia, agreed. He said he showed 
sterile techniques in administering 
anesthesia to Armenian doctors who 
seemed ‘‘impressed and encouraged’’ as 
they observed his procedures. 

Piggott said he left supplies at the 
hospital in Yerevan for ‘‘regional-type 
anesthetics, such as spinal blocks and arm 
blocks.”’ 

‘‘The American doctors felt that post- 
operative patient care could be greatly 
improved”’ if a training program could be 
initiated, La Forgia said. 


He is meeting with a Los Angeles- 
based Armenian medical society “‘to 
explore joint efforts in this direction’’ and 
to identify post-operative medical supplies 
‘‘needed at this stage of the disaster.”’ 

Launching an ongoing training 
program ‘‘will depend on how 
cooperative the Soviet government would 
be to that overture,’’ the director added. 

He said the American medical mission 
helped establish good will with the 
Armenians whom he described as 
““gracious.”’

As examples, he told of receiving 
invitations from Armenian doctors to eat 
in their homes, free transportation from 
taxi drivers and free food from vegetable 
stands.

SAN DIEGO — On the heels of the most successful 
Diocesan and Parishes’ Services Appeal in the San 
Diego diocese’s history, Stewardship ’89 will kick off 
officially at a meeting for the clergy of the diocese at 
1:30 p.m. Jan. 18 at St. Mary Magdalene parish hall 
in Bay Park. 

Stewardship ’88 closed its books in December after 
having received $2,456,852.27. The diocesan goal was 
$2,082,000. A total of 15,525 persons contributed to 
the appeal in 1988 for an average gift of $125.83, 
expected to be among the highest in U.S. diocesan 
Stewardship campaigns. 

This year’s goal will be about the same as for 1988, 

and the campaign will again stress that “‘it is a fair 


share program,” providing essential funds for parish 
ministries and needs as well as for diocesan services, 
Msgr. William Kraft, executive director of the 
diocesan Office of Development, told Southern Cross 


Jan. 4. 


In fact, last year $518,283.60 was rebated to 
parishes that exceeded their goals, Msgr. Kraft 
reported. That was up from $372,771.63 in 1987. 

Parishes can keep all funds raised over their 
Stewardship quotas. In 1988, 74 of 106 parishes, 
missions and campus ministry centers made or 
exceeded their goals, Msgr. Kraft said. 

‘‘The main philosophy and the key to the success of 
the annual program is that the parishes themselves 
operate Stewardship and adapt the program to their 
own needs,’’ Msgr. Kraft said. 

‘What works in one parish may not work for 


another. The diocesan Development Office helps 


pastors promote their own parish programs in regard 
to Stewardship,’’ Msgr. Kraft said. 

At the meeting on Jan. 18, which Msgr. Kraft will 
chair, Bishop Leo T. Maher will give his annual 
Stewardship message. 

Also, Community of the Holy Spirit Sister 
RayMonda DuVall, executive director of Catholic 
Community Services, will lead a presentation with 
slides showing how the diocesan social, charitable and 
emergency services utilize Stewardship funds. 

The clergy will also hear from Father Mark 
Campbell, president of the Presbyteral Council, the 
bishop’s advisory body of priests.

Annual rally to mark 16th anniversary of Supreme Court decision to legalize abortion

It has been 16 years since the Supreme 
Court legalized abortion in the United 
States. Since that time, debate has raged 
over the right to life and the right to 
abortion. 

On Jan. 21, in commemoration of the 
Roe vs. Wade decision of Jan. 22, 1973, 
local pro-life groups will participate in a 
memorial protest demonstration at the 
newly opened Planned Parenthood 
Surgical Center in Mission Valley. 

Joan Patton, vice president of Right to 
Life Council of San Diego County, said, 
“It will be a peaceful demonstration to 
announce to the public that. they are 
open.”’ 

Some Planned Parenthood patients are 
often referred to Dr. William Swartz, a 
gynecologist who performs abortions up 
to at least six months into the pregnancy, 
Patton claimed. 

To raise awareness among the Catholic 
community, Father Douglas Regin, 
diocesan respect life coordinator, has sent 
liturgical materials and other information 
from the U.S. bishops’ Respect Life 
Manual to priests in San Diego and 
Imperial counties. 

A national campaign sponsored by an 
evangelical pro-life group hopes to have 
church bells toll 23 times on Jan. 22, once 
for every million babies ‘‘whose lives have 
been lost to abortion since Roe vs. 
Wade,”’ said Father Regin, who is also 
pastor of St. Francis parish, Vista. 

Efforts are currently underway to close 


two abortion clinics, one in San Marcos, 
the other in La Mesa. Various churches 
have banded together to picket at the 
sites, said Father Regin. 

There will also be a demonstration on 
Jan. 21 at the San Marcos clinic of Dr. 
George Kung, 365 Rancho Santa Fe Rd. 

In a December letter to the Diocese of 
San Diego, Bishop Leo T. Maher said, 
‘Let us continue to pray for the 
conversion of hearts, work for the repeal 
of anti-life legislation and support the 
efforts of pro-life groups.’’ 

A photo of an 18-week-old fetus by 
award-winning Swedish science 
photographer Lennart Nilsson will be 
distributed throughout the United States 


by the United States Catholic 
Conference. 
The word ‘‘abortion’’ could not be 


used with the picture because Nilsson’s 
United States agents refused to have the 
photographs associated with the abortion 
controversy. However, USCC officials 
said the photo ‘‘speaks for itself.’’ 

““The simplicity and stark beauty of the 
picture says volumes about the dignity 
and sanctity of unborn human life,’’ said 
Gail Quinn, director of program 
development of the U.S. bishops’ Office 
for Pro-Life Activities. 

A passage from Psalm 139 is printed on 
the poster: ‘“Truly you have formed my 
inmost being; you knit me in my mother’s 
womb. I give you thanks that I am 
fearfully, wonderfully made; wonderful 
are your works.”’

He was also 
administrator of St. Mel Church, Norco, 
and St. Mary Magdalene parish, 
Jacumba. He served as chaplain at Mercy 
Hospital for two years. 

Father Engl retired in 1969 and resided 
most recently at Nazareth House.

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Public ownership of utilities? 


One of the largest expenses in the average parish 
budget is the cost of utilities. Therefore, anything that 
threatens to increase that amount is viewed with alarm, or 
at least unease, by the pastor. 

And it is with great unease that many of us view the 
merger of the San Diego Gas and Electric Co. with 
Southern California Edison of Rosemead. The 
‘‘promise’’ that the rates would be lower for a while 
somehow seems hollow. It’s as if they are guaranteeing an 
increase in the near future. 

Now, if this merger is worth almost $2.5 billion to 
SCE, there must be a compelling reason — namely, 
profit. There must be the promise of great returns for the 
new corporate giant. 

It would seem that all that money could be used for 
more permanent rate relief for all the people who live in 
the area served by SDG&E. 

Now, if it is so profitable for the private sector, one 
would think that if the City of San Diego, or some local 
municipal body, took over the utility, the profit that now 
has to go to the stockholders could also be used to lower 
rates a further, noticeable step. 

The usual objections to a municipal take-over merit 
some observations, too. Would a government-admin- 
istered utility be less efficient than one run by a for-profit 
corporation? Would we be merely substituting politicians 
for bureaucrats? Knowing the pitfalls of this operation 
should make us capable of putting in place some adequate 
safeguards. 

Unfortunately, the current president of SDG&E has 
been reported as saying that he would fight a municipal 
take-over ‘‘to the last penny that is in the till!’’ Now, 
whose money is it that is in the till, the rate-payers or the 
profits that belong to the stockholders? Do you want to 
guess whose money it will be? 


We have to ask ourselves, ‘‘What is in this for the top 
executives and stockholders of SDG&E that they are 
willing to fight as long as ‘our’ money holds out?”’ 

Of course, the whole concept of a public utility as a 
protected monopoly makes many people uneasy. At what 
point do necessary services, such as electricity, power, 
transportation and communications, leave the public 
domain and enter the field of private profit-making 
entities? 

Some people are so afraid of socialism that they are 
willing to spend the extra money — any amount — to 
protect capitalism. In non-necessary services, I would 
agree, but in things that provide the necessities of modern 
living for the poor and the rich alike, public ownership, 
well regulated and much publicized, may be the only 
enlightened answer. After all, government is not the 
enemy if we are the government. 

But big government is just as suspicious to some people 
as is big business. The needs of the military-industrial 
complex made President Eisenhower so uneasy that he 
warned the country about it. Anti-trust laws were enacted 
years ago to protect us from the greed of big business. 
After all, what is good for General Motors may not be 
good for the country. 

However, there are things, at the beginning of 1989, 
that make many of us uneasy, not just SDG&E, but, for 
instance, the 50 percent increase in salaries proposed for 
members of Congress and other important politicians.

‘A dream that’s still a dream’ 


The Rev. Martin Luther King Jr., in a famous speech 
25 years ago, said he had a dream his four children would 
one day live in a nation where they would ‘‘not be judged 
by the color of their skin but the content of their 
character.”’ : 

A quarter of a century later, the dream is still only a 
dream. The 1989 U.S. observance of Martin Luther King 
Birthday is Jan. 16. 

‘“There is no question that racial prejudice and bigotry 
are still part of the national fabric,’’ said Auxiliary Bishop 
John H. Ricard of Baltimore, chairman of the U.S. 
bishops’ Committee on Black Catholics, in an interview. 

Even in workplaces and the ‘‘few’’ neighborhoods that 
have integrated since the 1960s, most friendships between 
blacks and whites are no more than ‘‘9-to-5 
relationships,’’ said Beverly Carroll, executive director of 
the U.S. Catholic bishops’ Secretariat for Black 
Catholics. 

And the “‘reality of the job market’’ both within and 
outside the church, she said, is that ‘‘most black people 
are locked in low-level jobs.’’ 

Without referring to Dr. King’s words or even the U.S. 
black experience, Pope John Paul II spoke of a similar 
dream in his annual World Day of Peace Message for 
1989, titled ‘“To Build Peace, Respect Minorities.”’ 

The message was released by the Vatican Dec. 9 in 
anticipation of the the World Day of Peace on Jan. 1. 

“*The unity of the human family,’”’ he said, ‘“‘requires 
that the whole of humanity, beyond its ethnic, national, 
cultural and religious differences, should form a 
community that is free of discrimination between peoples 
and that strives for reciprocal solidarity.”’ 

But, he said, such is often not the case. Many 
minorities not given the chance to fully participate in 
society ‘‘find themselves in situations of suffering and 
distress,’’ he said. 

This, in turn, he said, can lead them to ‘‘passive 


resignation or to unrest and even rebellion.’’ Neither path 
furthers the cause of peace, he said. 

Dr. King’s commitment to finding a path between 
passivity and violence led to institutional and legal 
changes in the ‘‘very oppressive apartheid system of the

South ... but unfortunately the more subtle, intangible 
forces keeping many blacks in poverty have not been 
addressed, said Bishop Ricard, one of the nation’s 13 
black bishops. : 

Racial prejudice today, he said, is apparent in the 
‘‘nation’s lack of commitment to housing 
abandonment of civil rights ... and decision to balance the 
books on the backs of children and the poor.”’ . 

A group of national race and urban affairs specialists 
who met in Racine, Wis., last February would agree with 
the bishop. Widening the racial gulf today, their report 
said, are ‘‘quiet riots,’’ in the form of unemployment, 
poverty, housing and school segregation and crime. 

The plight of poor, inner-city blacks, the report said, is 
more dismal now than 20 years ago. 

The number of blacks living below the poverty level 
rose to 9.7 million in 1987, according to U.S. Census 
Bureau statistics. Per capita income for blacks in 1987 was 
$7,500, compared to $13,030 for whites. 

Bishop Ricard said he blamed national leaders for 
setting a tone that “‘gives permission for bigotry and a 
take-care-of-self-first mentality’? and has led to a 
resurgence of public examples of racial prejudice.

, Religious to challenge 


law’s employer sanctions

NEW YORK — The Intercommunity 
Center for Justice and Peace, which 
includes more than 40 religious orders in 
the New York area, plans to go to court to 
challenge employer sanctions in the 1986 
immigration reform law. 

Darlene Cuccinello, a spokeswoman 
for the Manhattan-based center which 
represents both men’s and women’s 
religious orders, said in a Jan. 6 interview 
she did not know how many orders would 
enter the suit, but that a court test was 
now certain and would likely be filed in 
February. 

Under the law, employers who hire 
illegal aliens are subject to fines ranging 
from $250 to $10,000 per alien. The law 
allows levying criminal penalties, 
including six-month jail sentences, for ‘‘a 
pattern or practice of violations’? by an 
employer. 

Miss Cuccinello said she had met Jan. 
5 with Bruce Lupion, an official in the 
New York district office of the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service, 
and officials of two of the center’s 
member-orders who had asked their 
orders be exempt from complying with 
the sanction provisions of the law. 

Lupion told them that ‘‘the answer is 
no,’’ Miss Cuccinello said, and that their 
only recourse was through the courts. 

Verne Jervis, INS spokesman in 
Washington, said Jan. 9 that INS does 
not have the authority to offer any 
exemptions. 

“The law didn’t exempt anyone,”’ said 
Jervis, adding that Congress would have 
to amend the law or the courts declare it 
unconstitutional for exemptions to be 
allowed.

Committee had already filed a suit 
challenging the sanctions in California. 

The meeting was set up in response to a 
letter sent Dec. 23 to INS Director Alan 
Nelson in Washington and_ District 
Director Charles Savy in New York. It 
was signed by Sister Monica McGloin, 
president of the Dominican Sisters of the 
Sick Poor, Ossining, N.Y., and Sister 
Joanna Ohlandt, a Sister of St. Joseph 
who is administrator of the Maria Regina 
Convent for sick and aged members in 
Brentwood, N.Y. Both nuns attended the 
Jan. 5 meeting, as did Sister Christine 
Mulready, a Sister of St. Joseph who is 
chairwoman of her order’s Justice and 
Peace Committee. 

Sisters McGloin and Ohlandt had said 
in their letter they felt ‘‘to deny persons 
employment, when their survival depends 
upon a job, or even to discriminate 
against them by checking their 
documentation, seemis to us to violate the 
most basic right to exercise our religious 
beliefs.”’ 

Auxiliary Bishop Joseph M. Sullivan of 
Brooklyn sent Savy and Nelson identical 
letters Dec. 27 supporting the nuns’ 
request for.exemption. 

‘‘As a member of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, I have 
supported our position of opposition to 
employer sanctions,’’ he wrote. ‘‘I would 
hope that as a first step in removing the 
sanctions which cause undue hardship for 
many poor undocumented aliens that 
religious organizations would be exempt 
from these provisions.”’ 

Sister McGloin said in a telephone 
interview that she didn’t ‘‘like to be part 
of having to turn people away.”’ 

“To me, it is like saying we won’t hire 
people because they are black or 
Hispanic. It is like the signs they used to 
have — Irish need not apply,”’ she said.

MOSCOW — Eight nuns of Mother 
Teresa’s Missionaries of Charity will be 
allowed to work in the Soviet Union on a 
temporary basis, the head of the Soviet 
Peace Committee announced. 

Four of the nuns will work in Armenia 
with victims of the Dec. 7 earthquake, 
and four will work in Moscow at the 
Institute of Neurosurgery. 

Mother Teresa, in Moscow after 
visiting Armenian earthquake victims, 
reached an agreement with the peace 
committee and the Soviet Ministry of 
Health. 

Genrikh Borovik, president of the 
peace committee, said he hoped to be able 
to prolong the agreement after six 
months. 

Mother Teresa told a news conference 
that her nuns had no money to offer, ‘‘but 
we are very happy to give tender love and 
care to the people, to the sick, the dying, 
the lonely, to anybody who needs love.”’ 

Arkady Lifshitz, a professor at 
Moscow’s Institute of Neurosurgery, said 
one condition of the nuns’ presence there 
was that religious services would be for 
themselves, not for patients or the public. 

He said the nuns at the institute would 
be working with victims of severe spinal 
injuries and trauma.

prepared to see the magnitude of 
destruction’’ caused by the earthquake. 

He described ‘‘families holding vigils 
on piles of rubble (in Leninakan), 
knowing their family members were 
buried there.’’ 

He told of a Spitak grammar school 
reduced to debris and its soccer field 
turned into a morgue with piles of coffins 
for the 300 children killed at the site. 

The highlight of La Forgia’s Dec. 
13-24 stay in Armenia was an unexpected 
meeting with Mother Teresa in the 
Yerevan hospital. 

“She encompasses more than anyone 
on earth how Christ wants us to treat one 
another,’’ he said. 

In addition to the Armenian mission, 
Southwest Medical Teams sent 
volunteers to Jamaica and Cancun, 
Mexico, to assist victims of Hurricane 
Gilbert that ripped across the Caribbean 
Sea in September, La Forgia said. 

Two doctors and twe. nurses treated 
storm-stricken patients in a Jamaican 
clinic. Many suffered from parasitical 
disorders and eye and skin infections, the 
director explained. 

Eight volunteers, including three local 
Catholics, went to Cancun in October on 
a rotating basis, he added. 

Mary Betcher of Our Lady of Mount 
Carmel parish, Rancho Pefiasquitos, said 
she spent eight days in Cancun, assisting 
a construction crew rebuild tar-paper 
roofs of houses. 

She also worked with Mexican 
ministers in selecting areas to distribute

food donated by a Christian organization 
in Long Beach. 

Tony Pfoser of Ascension parish, 
Tierrasanta, said he spent 12 days 
reroofing homes in Cancun. 

Al Stehly of St. Stephen Church, 
Valley Center, said he rebuilt an 8-by-10- 
foot house made of wooden poles during 
his one-week stay in Cancun. 

Besides sending volunteers to disaster 
areas, SWMT conducts year-round 
surgical, clinical and dental programs in 
Mexico. 

According to a SWMT = schedule, 
plastic surgeons, anesthesiolgists and 
nurses can volunteer for two weeks to 
work with cleft palate and cleft lip patients 
in a surgical trailer near the clinic in 
Oaxaca in Southern Mexico. 

Volunteer dentists are scheduled for 
one-week periods to work in clinics in 
Mexico City and Oaxaca. 

SWMT schedules doctor-nurse teams 
to travel with a guide/translator among 
the mountain villages of Oaxaca to 
conduct day clinics for illnesses that are 
usually pasasitical, pulmonary or caused 
by malnutrition. 

SWMT also recruits non-medical 
volunteers to work in construction 
projects in Mexico for one- and two-week 
periods. 

Some assist in building a Health and 
Agricultural Training Center in Oaxaca 
which will house Mexican community 
health workers and agricultural students 
and a team of volunteers who will train 
them, La Forgia explained. 

A $20,000 warehouse for storing grain 
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at the warehouse is nearing completion, 
he added. The next phase of the project 
will include a dining hall, dormitory and 
classrooms estimated to cost $70,000. 


A hospital and landing strip will also be 
built, the director said, adding that 
supporters of the Northwest and 
Southwest Medical Teams are financing 
the cost of the training center. 


In the Oaxaca mountains, American 
volunteers are needed to assist in building 
clinic-like health rooms, clean water 
projects and latrines throughout the 
villages. 

The health rooms are used by 
community health workers to give 
inoculations, administer drugs and teach 
hygiene to the Indians, La Forgia said. 


He blamed 70 percent of the Indians’ 
medical problems on contaminated water 
and attributed widespread cases of 
hookworm and ringworm to the lack of 
latrines. 


“Each village pays for the materials 
and labor’’ in these projects, he said. 
‘‘We want them to feel they have an 
economic state’’ in the improvements. 


SWMT volunteers pay their own tax- 
deductible expenses, ranging from $550 
to $850, the director said. 

He anticipates raising $250,000 this 
fiscal year through fund-raisers’ and 
private donations. Three-fourths of this 
revenue is used for services in other 
countries, he said. 


La Forgia mentioned SWMT’s current 
needs: a larger donor base, IBM

Barry La Forgia of Ascension parish, 
Tierrasanta, left his law practice last year to 
form Southwest Medical Teams, a Christian 
non-profit organization and divison of Medical 
Teams International which serves sick, starving 
and homeless people throughout the world. 

The executive director of SWMT recruited a 
local seven-member medical team to assist 
survivors in the Dec. 7 earthquake in Armenia.

At the reception, plaques of 
appreciation will be presented to pastors 
or their representatives from four parishes 
which were especially active in facilitating 
the amnesty application process: St. 
Patrick Church, Carlsbad, St. James, 
Solana Beach, St. Mary, Escondido, and 
Mission San Luis Rey, Oceanside, 
according to Gwen Plank, director of the 
CCS immigration office. 


Cliff Rogers, deputy district director 
for the San Diego Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, is expected to 
represent INS staff being recognized at 
the event ‘‘for their cooperation with our 
efforts,’’ Moser said.

In the summer of 1986 I went with a 
group of Christians from Irvine to the 
Peruvian Amazon jungle where I helped 
build temporary housing for indigenous 
tribespeople coming out of the jungle to 
learn to read and write their own 
language. I flew with missionary pilots 
during my two-week stay there. 


After I returned home I felt 
comfortable in my law and real estate 
practice, but thought God was nudging 
me to do something more. 

I gradually found myself emotionally 
starting to disassociate with the law 
practice, so I felt I had to begin 
investigating a new field. 

I looked into missionary groups that 
had aviation branches, but most of them 
wanted people younger than I was. 

I wrote to a clearinghouse in Seattle 
called Interchristo that links people up 
with different religious organizations that 
contact them. 

I heard from a lot of different 
organizations, but the one that appealed 
to me most was Northwest Medical 
Teams. At the time I wished I had been a 
doctor because I identified very closely 
with this group’s mission. : 

Six weeks later I got a call from Ron 
Post, president of NWMT. He asked me 
to go to Oaxaca in Southern Mexico for 
six months to start a medical and 
agricultural outreach to the Indians living 
in the mountains. 

I turned him down. I wasn’t 
emotionaily ready to walk away from my 
law practice. If I left for six months, there 
would be nothing to come back to. 

But I wanted to see Ron’s program. In 
August 1987 I went to Mexico City and 
Oaxaca where I saw the beginning of 


NWMT’s cleft palate surgical program. 

What really broke my heart was seeing 
families living in a dump in Mexico City. 
They rose each morning after being 
burrowed into the side of garbage — their 
shelter covered with plastic. 

They would dig through the new 
garbage, separating glass, aluminum and 
paper, hoping to sell these materials to a 
recycling company for a few pesos to buy 
tortillas. 

That sight spurred me to take action. 
When I returned to San Diego, I found 
myself spending more time talking about 
Northwest’s outreach and less time on my 
law practice. 

Last January Ron came to San Diego 
and put the bug of Southwest Medical 
Teams in my ear. I knew of his vision to 
start regional teams similar to Northwest. 

After two weeks of praying and talking 
to a lot of my friends I told Ron I would 
like to put together a sister organization. I 
got the green light; we started last March. 

At first Northwest provided us with 
some funding. Then I stepped out in 
faith, told people what I was doing and 
developed our own donor base. 

We began to recruit volunteers to help 
with construction projects and operate 
clinics in Mexico. Some volunteers have 
responded on a moment’s notice to assist 
victims of Hurricane Gilbert and the 
Armenian earthquake.

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Chinese bishops claim no schism with Rome

HANKOW, China — Bishop 
Bernardine Dong Guangging said he had 
no choice in 1958 when he agreed to 
become the first elected bishop of the 
government-approved Catholic Church. 

The Diocese of Hankow in eastern 
China needed a leader after its French 
bishop was expelled by the communists 
along with other foreign clergy, he said. 

Bishop Dong, a Franciscan, said he 
reported his election by his fellow clergy 
in the diocese to the Vatican, but the 
Vatican rejected it. In a telegram it 
reminded him that canon law prohibited 
him from taking the office by such means. 

The new bishop was automatically 
excommunicated. But Bishop Dong, in 
an interview, said he still recognizes the 
primacy of the pope. 

His election, however, helped launch a 
split between the papacy and the church 
in China which has elected and ordained 
more than 90 bishops without Vatican 
approval in the past 30 years. Despite 
this, Chinese bishops insisted that their 
church is not schismatic. 

A senior Chinese-elected bishop, 
Joseph Zhong Huaide of Tsinan and 
Chowtsun dioceses, who is also president 
of the Chinese Catholic Patriotic 
Association, said, ‘‘I think this spirit of 
election is very good. I don’t think these 
(Vatican) appointed bishops can 
represent the interest and hope of the 
whole church.’’ 

A group of Catholic journalists on a 
Nov. 17-Dec. 3 seven-city look at the 
Catholic Church in China spoke with 
Bishop Dong, Bishop Zhong and several 
other church officials about the status of 
the Chinese hierarchy. The trip was 
sponsored by the International 
Federation of Catholic News Agencies. It 
was organized in conjunction with the 
government-recognized church and state 
authorities. 

The Vatican, in a confidential memo to 
the world’s bishops, has called election

and ordination of Chinese bishops 
without Vatican approval ‘‘gravely 
illicit.’

“ethnic offices.”’ 

Since Dr. King’s day, a flourishing 
drug trade has combined with poverty to 
wreak havoc on black neighborhoods, 
said Carroll. 

Now black youths ‘‘who don’t have 
goals or adequate role models and hang 
out on street corners’’ frequently turn to 
drugs, she said, which have become 
“‘more plentiful than food’’ in some 
neighborhoods. 

The federal government, she said, has 
not seen fit to spend what is necessary to 
help the users and close down the 
vendors.

China experts noted the importance of 
“*face’’ — a person’s sense of self-respect 
— in the matter of the Chinese bishops. 
The Vatican would do well to avoid 
causing the Chinese church any 
significant loss of face, they said, if it 
hopes for a smooth reunion someday. 

The Chinese state has allowed no direct 
contact between the Vatican and the 
bishops of China in the past three 
decades. But several of the elected bishops 
are said by knowledgeable sources to have 
been secretly regularized by the Vatican 
in recent times. Some _ high-ranking 
cardinals also have visited China. 

Many Chinese clergy, including 
Vatican-appointed bishops and some who 
later were elected, spent decades in prison

The authority of the Chinese bishops is 
conditioned by the Chinese Catholic 
Patriotic Association, an organization 
established under government auspices in 
1957. The association was formed to help 
create a church independent of Roman 
control and to promote ‘‘patriotism”’ 
among Catholics. The association is 
composed of lay and clergy 
representatives and was described as a 
link between church and state. 


There are 58 bishops in the Chinese 
bishops’ conference, an organization 
which church officials acknowledged 
meets rarely. One bishop said he had 
never been to a conference meeting and is 
not in regular communication with his 
fellow bishops. 


Most Chinese prelates, like Chinese 
priests, are in their 70s. Many are older. 
Church officials said the aging of their 
clergy is a major concern and that one of 
their top priorities is to train and ordain 
younger priests and bishops. 

Chinese-elected Bishop Aloysius Jin 
Luxian, 72, of Shanghai said he feels a 
sense of urgency. 


The bishop heads the regional 
seminary at Sheshan, which is located in 
his diocese. ‘‘I must prepare 22 bishops 
and 22 auxiliary bishops’ for the dioceses 
from which the seminary draws, he said 
in an interview at Sheshan. 


Bishop Jin, a Jesuit, was elected in 
1988 to head the See. The Vatican, 
however, considers 87-year-old Bishop 
Ignatius Kung Pin-mei the legitimate 
head of the Shanghai Diocese. Bishop 
Kung was imprisoned for 30 years for 
resisting the establishment of the pro- 
government church and was barred from 
his episcopal post. 

Bishop Kung has ‘“‘retired,’’ said 
Bishop Jin.

In her opinion, inroads made by the 
drug trade in poor black neighborhoods 
have made it more difficult than ever to 
break down racial stereotypes.

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Priest’s homily 
leads to saving 
convict’s life

HELENA, Mont. — Montana Gov. Ted Schwinden 
commuted the sentence of a convicted killer who had been 
scheduled for execution after a six-week campaign for 
clemency by a Catholic priest. 

Father Jerry Lowney, associate pastor of St. Helena’s 
Cathedral, got involved in the case of convicted killer 
David Cameron Keith when he gave a homily opposing 
the death penalty that spurred two Catholic lawyers to 
seek clemency for Keith. 

When approached by the lawyers to get his permission, 
Keith first refused but after visiting with Father Lowney 
in late November he changed his mind. 

Schwinden commuted Keith’s sentence to life 
imprisonment without chance of parole Dec. 29, less than 
a week after the state’s Board of Pardons and Parole 
recommended that he commute the sentence. 

Father Lowney also had set up a meeting between the 
governor and the victim’s family the weekend before the 
announcement was made. During that meeting, the 
family told Schwinden they would not object if he 
commuted Keith’s sentence. 

Schwinden’s decision prevented what would have been 
Montana’s first execution in 45 years. 

Keith was to be executed Dec. 1 but the governor 
granted a 51-day reprieve at that time to allow the 
pardons board to consider Keith’s petition for clemency. 

Father Lowney told The Montana Catholic, newspaper of 
the Helena Diocese, he discussed Scripture and prayed 
with Keith during a late November visit to the prison. 

“He (now) sees the issue as a right-to-life issue 
involving lives other than his own,’’ he said. 

““He realizes that an execution would not only lead to 
more executions but contribute to more violence and 
homicides by those with defective personalities who desire 
punishment,”’ said the priest, who was a sociologist and 
criminologist before he entered the seminary. 

Father Lowney organized a recent prayer service 
involving Helena-area parishes ‘“‘for healing and 
understanding”’ in the Keith case. 

Keith, 32, was convicted of the January 1984 shooting 
death of a Polson, Mont., man, Harry Shryock. Keith 
had robbed a Missoula, Mont., drug store, then taken a 
13-year-old boy hostage and fled north to Polson. 
Shryock, 64, offered to take the boy’s place in what 
became a tense airport drama. Police shot Keith in the 
head and seconds later he shot and killed Shryock. 

Keith, who is nearly blind and is paralyzed on the right 
side of his body, had said his injuries have made him no 
longer a threat to society and that he should not receive 
the death penalty.

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Vatican official protests 
chemical weapons 


VATICAN CITY — A Vatican official, 
saying chemical weapons cannot be 
morally justified, called on an international 
conference to take steps to ban their 
production and eliminate existing 
stockpiles. 

The fact that countries today are using 
such weapons in war represents an 
alarming moral regression, said 
Archbishop Angel Sodano, secretary of the 
council for the Public Affairs of the Church. 

He added that the ‘‘not unlikely’’ 
prospect that terrorists might acquire 
chemical weapons and threaten whole 
populations with them makes the question 
an especially urgent one for the internationl 
community. 


Cuban government to 
free political prisoners 


WASHINGTON — The Cuban 
government’s promise to the U.S. Catholic 
Conference that it will release 225 political 
prisoners, including the last of the long- 
term ‘‘plantados,’’ is a ‘‘major 
humanitarian step,’’ according toa USCC 
official. 

Jesuit Father Richard Ryscavage, 
deputy director for policy of USCC 
Migration and Refugee Services, said that 
since 1985 ‘‘the church in the United States 
has been compiling lists of political 
prisoners and asking for their release.’’ 

The political prisoners the Cuban 
government plans to release include those 
named in a list of about 450 presented by 
Cardinal John J. O’Connor of New York 
last May. 


Late emperor should 
not be viewed as a god 


TOKYO — The bishops of Japan 
warned Catholics against viewing the late 
emperor Hirohito as a god as elaborate 
funeral rites were readied. Before Japan’s 
defeat in World War II, the emperor was 
officially considered divine. 

The bishops have asked clergy and 
religious superiors to forgo holding 
requiem Masses, and avoid organizing or 
participating in special functions related 
to the funeral observances.

‘Beaches’ 
renews 
value of 
friendship

NEW YORK — Bette Midler has been 
a big moneymaker for Disney’s 
Touchstone Pictures and the reasons are 
apparent in ‘“‘Beaches’’ (Touchstone), 
Miss Midler’s latest triumph. 

Based on the novel by Iris Rainer Dart, 
the serio-comic ‘‘Beaches’’ tracks the 
most improbable 30-year friendship 
between a California blueblood and a 
Jewish singer-tapdancer from the Bronx. 
As 1i-year-olds, the girls meet by 
accident on the beach at Atlantic City and 
almost immediately go their separate 
ways. But they vow to be friends forever 
and begin corresponding by letter, a habit 
that continues a lifetime. They do interact 
again at transitional moments in their 
lives, but the relationship is sustained by 
their prolific correspondence. 

At 11, C.C. Bloom (Mayin Bialik) is a 
fast-talking, sassy young show biz hopeful 
with a pushy stage Mom, Leona (Lainie 
Kazan), who riotously sabotages her 
daughter’s career more than she helps it. 
Hillary Whitney Essex (Marcie Leeds), in 
contrast, is quiet and shy and 
immediately taken with C.C.’s gutsy 
talent for belting out songs and tapping 
her way through futile Atlantic City 
auditions. 

Although Hillary returns to California 
with her widowed lawyer father, she 
remains C.C.’s biggest fan and booster 
over the years. As the girls mature into 
young adulthood and C.C. (Bette Midler) 
flounders about in a series of dead-end 
singing gigs, Hillary’s (Barbara Hershey)

letters give C.C. the confidence to keep 
plugging away. 

The film is at its hilarious best when 
focusing on C.C., the self-absorbed 
chanteuse who learns the hard way how to 
hold on to an audience, a husband (John 
Heard), a mother, a Great Dane and a 
best friend. While the dazzling musical 
numbers perk up the scenario, they never 
overpower it, nor do Midler’s snappy 
comic lines which thankfully serve to 
lighten Hillary’s ponderous story. 

Frustrated little rich girl Hillary never 
really gets in gear. Trained in the law, her 
ambitions are stifled by her ailing father 
and a lawyer husband (James Reed) who 
cuts her off from. her promising career 
and divorces her when she becomes too 
dull. Hillary’s is a leaden story, enlivened 
by her association with C.C. and 
enriched by the subsequent birth of a 
daughter, Victoria (Grace Johnston). 


That Hillary meets an untimely end 
should come as no surprise to audiences 
early on, but how the friends deal with 
this impending tragedy as well as with 
earlier life crises, rites of passage and 
petty jealousies that threaten to tear them 
apart is the real crux of this story. 

Director Garry Marshall is at his best 
with the film’s many comedic and musical 
sequences but gets a tad too sudsy in the 
poignant, teary moments that close the 
show. But despite the weepies, 
“‘Beaches’’ will leave audiences with a 
renewed sense of the value of close 
friendships and hopefully a deeper 
appreciation for those irreplaceable 
childhood friends once loved but now lost.

That 
probably explains why there have been so 
many published in book form this century 
and why magazines continue to feature 
them. And now, we have the two latest 
collections. 

“Spiritual Journeys’’ contains 27 
stories and ‘‘The New Catholics’ 
contains 17 more. Perhzps interestingly, 
four people (Thomas Howard, Father 
James Parker, Sheldon Vanauken and 


Dale Vree) appear in both collections. In © 


Dale Vree’s case, the same article is 
reprinted both times, but each of the 
others has a different article in each 
collection. 

Why do we like to read conversion 
stories so much? Perhaps the primary 
reason is that it reaffirms the universality 
of the church — a church which continues 
to attract so many different people from 
so many backgrounds and manages to 
find room for them all. 

Perhaps we learn something about our 
own faith. All of these converts have had 
to come to grips with things about 
Catholicism that most of us who were 
born into the faith just take for granted or 
never really question. Reading these 
stories may help each of us to more fully 
understand why we are Catholics. 


It is perhaps a pleasure to encounter 
again the old stalwarts of Catholic 
apologetics — Chesterton, Newman, 
Sheed-and others. Surprisingly, though, 
the author most often cited as starting 


many of these people on ‘‘the road to 
Rome’’ is an Anglican, C.S. Lewis. Or 
maybe not so surprisingly, because Lewis 
was one of the great Christian apologists 
of this century and a man of profoundly 
catholic temperament. 

Perhaps it is the sheer human drama in 
each of these stories. Many of these 
people had to give up a lot, because they 
came from backgrounds that were not so 
much un-Gatholic as deeply anti- 


Catholic. They knew that their families 
and friends would not understand, would 
do everything they could to dissuade 
them, even disown them. 

Despite the pain they knew that they 
would suffer, they continued on their 
journeys. They took that most difficult 
step, choosing a religion that they knew 
would separate them from so many 
people. Through it all, they expressed no 
bitterness — only love, respect and 
gratitude for all that these people have 
meant, and continue to mean, in their 
lives. 

These, and so many like them, are not 
mere conversion stories — they are 
testimonies to faith and to love. Perhaps 
that is really why we so like to read them.

Rock groups uses Bible, borrows 
from youth culture to evangelize

BALTIMORE — “‘It’s very Catholic 
to use contemporary culture to 
evangelize,’’ said members of a 
Baltimore-based Catholic rock group 
which borrows from the youth culture to 
bring teens to God. 

The five-member band, Crossroads, 
presents a two-and-a-half program called 
“Let Me Live”’ at private and public high 
schools across the country. 

The first hour is Christian rock music. 
“‘We have to get them to like us first,”’ 

:said George Misulia, a singer, guitarist, 
composer and founding member of 
Crossroads. 

When the group first gets on the stage, 

which is set up with $50,000 worth of 


equipment, many of the teens ‘‘look like, 
‘I dare you to impress me,’ ’’ Misulia 
said. 


The group’s songs include love songs : 


— to or about God — and topical songs 
dealing with moral issues, such as the 
anti-drug ‘‘Just Say No.’’ 

The goal of the first hour is for the 
students ‘‘to make contact with us,’’ 
Misulia said. ‘‘In the second hour, we 
leave the kids to have contact with God.’’ 

Misulia and bassist-singer Marcellino 
D’ Ambrosio take turns telling the youths 
Bible stories, again using contemporary 
language and situations the students can 
relate to. 

“‘The media culture is the language of 
American youth,’’ Misulia said. ‘‘We’re 
just reinterpreting the traditional signs 
and symbols through music.”’
